“Barrymore,” the prison hos- 
pitai orderly, by virtue of the fact 
that_he had to_“look after” 
Bottomley, had many opportuni- 
ties for long conversations with 


him. He had himself stated that |. 


he gave Bottomley many little 
deliencies in the form of custards 
and jellies, left over from the diet. 
supplied to prison officials ‘in the 
hospital. 

In addition he used to call Bot- 
tomley at 6 o'clock each morning: 
with an-early cup of tea! 

For years Bottomley-had never 

‘ dressed.or undressed himself. As 
a matter of fact, he - couldn't, 
owing to what‘he himself fre- 
quently referred: to as “anno 
domini” and his “embonpoint:” . 
So “Barrymore” was allowed 
to act, as- Bottomley’s valet in 
prison, and during the dressing 
and undressing, operations the 
conspiracy to market the 
articles was thaught out, : 


The warders themselves, i 
of...thei ructions,-were “lulled 
into a false sense of security: 
They ‘had no oceasion to suspect 
anything of this character. 

On one occasion, however, when 
the rest’ of the prison was asleep, 
Bottomley attempted to engage in 
conversation with one of the 
warders, who is’ now Suffering: for 
alleged complicity.” 


Bottomley first greeted him, and) 


then complained of the cold. The 
official was uncommunicative. 
Bottomley then tried one of his 
wonderful “stories” on the man;- 
but he did not smile. Bottomley’s 

characteristic’ wit fell.on stony 


-}ground, The warder did not relax 


a muscle. 

Afterwards the convict de- 
clared: “What a man to have been 
manager: of my Victory. Bond 
Club!. . [shouldn't have been 
here’ to-day. He would néver have 
touched a feather.” 

Although the warders declined 
to be inveigled inta, conversations 
with Bottomley, the prisoner was 
still allowed to do very much as he 
Pleased. Indeed,-on one occasion, 
with a fellow-prisoner, he worked 
out @ wonderful system of backing 
horses. Pages of official paper 
were. covered ‘with | figures,’ and 


| Bottomley demonstrated that by 


investing. a shilling ‘on’ the 
“system” horses at the beginning 
of: the season the shilling could 
de turned, into 196 million pounds! 
The'.“‘system,” however, was on 
‘paper only! ° 

Bottomley,-it is well known was 
4 great gambler and a great loser. 
It was nothing for him to lose 
£5,000.a week on horses. Much of 
the money, of course, waa the pro- 
perty of Victory Bond: Club sub- 
“| seribers. 
eal But to. return to the prison; 
diary. Bottomley entered into a. 
business arrangement with
